SYNOPSIS OF ORDINANCE: 


An ordinance approving City Utilities purchase orders 
#A-52958, A-52959, and A-52960 with respect to the purchase 
of Tires, tubes and service for City vehicles through the

EFFECT OF PASSAGE:
